Helens, the scene of 
the explosion in December last, wnen some twenty- 
six Bves were aacnilceu. Messiu. Richard Evans A 
Co. are the proprietors. Tbe pit has been worked 
aoout ten years. U is 260 yards deep, and u worke>t 
ID two seams, known as tne Wigan nine leet and the 
uavenbead m am deif. The explosion ot last year 
took piace in tne former: as yet it has been, im­ 
possible to ascert in with any degree of certainty 
the 
site 
of 
tne 
atm 
more 
appaUtng 
ca­ 
lamity which took place yesterday. urJinartly 
some 300 persons are employed a t tins pit, but lat­ 
terly the number ot colliers has varied trom lóuto 
2u0, owing to the depression in trade. The Liver­ 
pool Cuuriér of tue •J2d ulu says that though two ex­ 
plosions have now taken piace In this pit it has 
never been considered a dangerous one. Shortly 
before me first occurred the undertuoker visited the 
exact spot where the Ignition took p.ace, everythmg 
being men apparently saie, and no indications 
Whatever are said to have been perceived of the 
second dUaster previous to 
its occurrence. It

time the neighborhood of the pit was thronged by

crowds of pi6U ana women In the wildest state of 
excuém ent, Im plónos inlormatiofi re'ipcctuig the 
fate of relatives dr ii'Iends employed there. 
Mr. Isaac Blillngs, uuderlooker, at once organized 
a staff of searchera, among the earnest volunteers be­ 
ing John Baines and Jam es Leainerbarrow. The ex­ 
ploring parties coiurneuced their perilous operations 
oiioiit one o’clock, from which hour till early this 
uiorutug fifty or sLxiy men have been continuously 
at work. In relays, displaying the moat commenda­ 
ble axiety to do everythmg in their power to save 
llie. Evidence or the irightful nature of the explo­ 
sion was soon met with. 
The airways and stop- 
pings were 
found 
to

extensively dam 
aged, the wagons were In many cases blown 
to pieces, ana the first and second party of search­ 
ers

reported 
that they had met with 
more than twenty bodies in the main dclf. Tweuly- 
tliree carts were obtained, and in these over sixty 
Huirerers, sent up from the plt-eye, were carefully 
taken to ihew own homes. Only two of this large 
number of Injured were suffering from burn*, one of 
whom, a hoy, being since dead, the rest having been 
more or le»9 affected by the choke-damp. The pro­ 
prietors were in Manchester when the explosion took 
place. A telegram was forwarded to them, and la 
the course of a few hours Messrs. Joseph and Juslaii 
Evans hurried to the snot. Teiegrara.s were also 
despatched to Mr. Drlflleid, the county coroner, 
and to Mr. PCtcr Hlgsfin, the government Inspector 
for the district. Informing them of the catastrophe. 
Mr. Mercer, of the Park lane colliery, and Mr. Chad­ 
wick, the surveyor, remained ror some time at the 
piueye superintending the labors of the exploring 
parties, le is said that the nndcrlooker m ade a 
rhorongh inspection of the various workings on 
Tuesday, reporting them to be in good working 
order. When our reporter left the pit last night he 
was informed that thirty-three bo<lle» were lying at 
the pit eye; bnt It waa greatly leared the list of dead 
would at least reach fortx.

In dolag BO your Excellency will propooe the 
qnestton aa to whether united action on tne part of 
tbe European States should be laxen, how far tney 
should proceed collectively, and in what .shape, in 
order to apprise Rome beiore of the course they 
mean to take, and as to wuecher a preliminary con­ 
ference would be desurahie to agree upon unanimous 
action.

A states­ 
m an should have a knowledge of statecraft, which 
does not consist merely of au accurate acquaintance 
with the standing poimcs of the country, but of 
Whatever may conduce to good government, inter­ 
nally aud externally, to the safety of the country and 
the prosperity and happiness of tne people. ThougU 
Spain can boast of great men In various things— 
historians, orators, poets, novelists, one or two 
pretty fair generals—she has not one political econo­ 
mist, she has not one financier, she has not one man 
fit to take charge of her revenues. AU of them who 
have 
tried their hands 
at 
financiering have 
miserably failed; they have but Increased the 
burden 
after

tbe funas; they lacked the conrage to check the 
andacious claims m ade upon the Treasury, aud were 
too reckless In distributing what had oeen collected 
at so much trouble and cost.

A mere glance a t w hat he hat done with 
the vast am ount he has had in ins hands wonld ap­ 
pal the stoutest financier in America. He has pUyed 
with fate. But not only tbrongh tbe bungling of 
Figueroia and the rapacity of tne Ministers, for in­ 
stance Prim absorbing $'J,ooo,ooo, Ac., aud the avarice 
of the pollttcal under-graduates, has the financial 
su te of Spain been perplexed, bnt by the normal state 
of Spain, of this truly Catholic country.

Ing the dissolution of m arriage. Chemnitz, Zuliig:», 
Calvin, Beza and others agreed, with hut ditlering 
shades ol opinions, m ignoring the Catholic d o ctru e 
of tudissulubUity and m making certain desiguated 
offeocea, the oommlsiion of wliiun by the wiie or 
husband tended to alienate or tnJure either, suifi- 
cient cause tor divorce. Ever since tbe time uf 
Lather to the present day the legislation of all iTo- 
testant countries bos tended towsjrd simplitying tne 
process by which an uuwUIiug wife or huahand 
can get rid oi her or of bto m arital obltgailous. 
In all Catholic nations save France, wnere tne 
people may be Justly said to ignore religion In tue 
State, all ialtns bemg recognized by govornmeut, 
toe sanctity of tne m arnstte ue continues unim­ 
paired by legislation, and sTttaougb in most divorce 
is allowed tur m e gravest of social offences, It to so 
guarded by legal restraints as tom ajweit impinou- 
cable unless the married couple find U utterly im­ 
possible to live with each other longer. It is a sin- 
guiar tact, too, that in France there are but tew di­ 
vorce suits; and between lo3S and IB40, in me Khiue 
provmcea of Pnis.»ia, containing 6UJ one Prow.4UutA 
there were but four dlvoroos to every loo.oou Iniiaol- 
tants, and hero leglslaUon is based on tUe code Na­ 
poleon instead of on the general code ol the kmg- 
dom (p. 2'24). During the same period, lu other pniM 
of Prussia the num ber of divorces to every rno.ouo 
inhabitants ranged from nity-seven in the Judicial 
district of BerUn to sixteen in me judicial district of 
Ureilswald. 
But It is In the United Stales that divorce flonr- 
iHhes; and. In eplte of the high standard of ediicaUon 
In that section of the Uoion, New England shows a 
greater laxit'y of respect for the m arr.age state than 
any otuer part of m e repubUc. 
i ntll within a few 
weeks past, and since the book before us was w rit­ 
ten, there bad not iieen a divorce c. se before uie 
courts of souin Csrullna since her setuoment. Dur- 
mg ihe eight years between i»«o and isuT there were 
2,910 couples divorced lu Conmsjticut to 33,227 m ar­ 
riages, wnile in Prussia in 1866 there were bnt 2,037 
divorces to 84,914 m arriages of non-tatliuUcs. But 
bad as this exhlolt to, it (Foes not luily siiuw tne con­ 
dition ot affdlis in Connecticut, for the marriages re­ 
ported in m at state mciude t'amoUes, who. as I'roles- 
sor Wooisey remarks, “rarely petliion for divorce.” 
Deducting these, tne Professor comes to the conclu­ 
sion that one couple to divorced in Connecticut “ to 
less than eight and a balf of so-called Protestant or 
rather non-CathoUc m arriages.” 
Lack of space prevents our reviewing this really 
interesting book as fuUy as we desire. Dr. Wooisey 
haa carefully given an abstract of all tne divorce 
laws and divorce siat.stics of tne different States of 
the Union, and has shown how serioasly disregard, 
ful of the sanctity of the m arriage tie the people of 
this republic have become. 
He has written in sup­ 
port of such additional legislation as will check the 
practice of married couples rushing into the coaita 
and applying for divuroes, iroqueutly for causea 
which should not be recognized aa eutficlent to le­ 
gally separate them. Ue favors such restram ts as 
will prevent the guüty parUea, where tbe cause to 
adultery, from m arrying the partner of nis or her 
crime: the making of adultery penal; thS prohiol. 
tion of divorced perions remarrying within a certain 
term ; separation from bed and board as a tem porary 
m easure; protecung m e injured party frum pecuniaiy 
loss or deficiency m tne means of sivpport. and de­ 
priving the culpable party irom all benefits which m e 
m arriage setUement placed within iiu or her reach; 
regulating the custody ol children; m skjng the lair 
specific and for deterinlnate causes, which will leava 
but litue at the discretion of Judges; nnllormiiy in 
the laws of the different States relating to the pro- 
ceuure m peUtions or libels for divorce, aud aiiemph- 
lug mo reconcUliattun of .thp parties by the u i a i ^ 
trates unless adulicry be the tbib|( colnpiained ofT 
On the w hole this essay is aamiraoly wrdten. Tha 
great difficulty m the way of having its doctriucs ac­ 
cepted IS the tendency of tae age in whicli We ilva.

The resolutions adopted at tho m eeting may 
be regarded, therefore, as the platform and 
new departure of Tammany in the flght to bo 
made on the adm inistration and with the domi­ 
nant radical republican party. 
The rights of 
naturalized citizens abroad and the protection 
of all Americans in foreign lands are the leading 
ideas proclaimed in the resoluUons.

State Treasurer by a very handsome majority. 
The Legislature, it ia stated, wlU be composed 
of an unusual number of m en of ability, seve­ 
ral able geutlemen having accepted nomina­ 
tions and been elected who have eschewed 
politics for several years past, among them 


terial for whatever party might be most in­ 
strum ental in securing the freedom and an­ 
nexation of the island, just as the results of 
our late war have been the best political capital 
for the republicans.

particularly that of helping to pay tbe enor­ 
mous public debt—and may not feel inclined to 
follow in the footsteps of the Old Dominion in 
shaping her ftiture political destiny according 
to tbe standard of Virginia. 
But she wants 
liberal and able men in Congress to look after 
her own interests and to restore her to her 
former proud degree of prosperity; and from 
all indications that duty cau be reposed ia the 
hands of the conservative candidates with 
greater assurance of its being faithfully ful­ 
filled than if. tbe State throws her strength 
away again In the scale of the radicals. 
The election in Tennessee occurs on the Cth 
inst.—next 
Thursday—and 
has awakened 
more than ordinary interest and excitement, 
drawing outm em bersof the Cabinet—Boutwell 
and Creswell—in favor of their man Stokes 
for Governor, and causing those two amiable 
twin-relics of political 
barbarism in 
East 
Tennessee, Andy Johnson and Parson Brown- 
low, to range themselves side by side on 
the same line in favor of Stokes’ opponent, 
Senter. 
This is a very neat arrangem ent for 
sound cudgelling on both sides, and one in 
hich the indifferent spectator might stand 
aside and not care a copper which side 
whipped. 
This is probably the way President 
G rant views this flghL 
But the manifest 
impropriety of members of the Cabinet talüng 
sides in a purely local squabble—for both Sen­ 
ter and Stokes are or claim to be republicans— 
is calculated to do more injury than benefit to 
their candidate, besides arousing their party 
organs In the North, as has already been seen, 
to some severe and well-merited scoldings in 
reprehension of the intrusion. 
All accounts, 
however, go to show that Senter, the candi­ 
date of Andy and the Parson, will be tri­ 
umphantly elected and the “ Old Bald-headed 
Eagle” (as he is called), Stokes, be perm itted 
to seek his eyry at the crest of somo lofty 
crag among the mountains of hia native State. 
In 1807 Parson Brownlow had nearly fifty-two 
thousand majority for Governor, and in 1808 
General Grant’s majority was over thirty 
thousand.

The present state of the law unques­ 
tionably tends to make foreigners our principal 
bondholders—the worst we could have, as they 
yearly drain the country of its gold. 
We do 
not see why they who reap the profits should 
altogether escape the burdens boeause they 
chance to be foreigners; and since the holders 
of bonds in this country pay a tax on the inte­ 
rest, it is neither just nor reasonable that the 
others should be exempted. 
Congress, wo 
hold, has a right to Impose such a tax, and 
there are few who will question its expediency 
as a m easure tending to keep our bonds and 
our gold out of the hand.s of foreign specuU- 
tora.

The atream o f emigration from Europe that 
keepe pouring In upon our shores Is a gratify­ 
ing proof of the confidenee ielt in tbe reaources 
of tbe country and ia ito lepnbHoan form of 
government. 
This stream stUl increases, inso­ 
much that the number of arrivals this year 
exceeds that of the corresponding period in 
1866, the great immigration year. 
So long as 
the supply continúes to pour in as now from 
Europe we have nothing to fear from the 
threatened influx of Chinese. 
These last, 
within the ten years preceding December, 
1868, contributed only sixty-flve tkouM nd to 
our populaUon, and of these not a few returned 
to their own oonntry. 
In the same period the 
number of emigrante from Europe to our 
shores Is calculated at two millions five hun­ 
dred thousand- It is to this Influx of Europeans 
that we owe much of our power and prosperity, 
and by it we hsve grown, within the last 
eighty years, from a nation of three millions 
to one of over forty millions. 
Tbe m oral ia 
evident—if we wish to develop the immense 
resources of this country, let us continue to en­ 
courage European emigration. 
On the Cau­ 
casian element only can we hope to build up 
such an empire as the world has never seen. 
Chinese may be all very good, but Europeans 
are at least ten times better. 
Besides bringing money Into the country 
emigrants Increase the demand for every arti­ 
cle produced, add their own share to the pro­ 
ducing power and take their portion of the 
taxes of the country. 
Two-fifths of the emi­ 
grants are Germans, than whom we could not 
wish for a better or more industrious class of 
citizens. 
Ireland sends the next largest num­ 
ber and Englaud takes the third place. 
The 
following countries—Sweden, Scotland, Den­ 
mark, Switzerland, Norway, France, Holland, 
Italy, Wales and Spain, contribute their quota 
to the emigration list in the order in which we 
have named them, making up a heterogeneous 
m ixture as diversified as the sources th at con­ 
stitute our language. 
The savans at Pough­ 
keepsie have ju st been telUng us that this last 
is superior to any language, ancient or modern, 
and we hope that the different nationalities 
among us vriil keep up the analogy. 
It is often puzzling to know what becomes 
of the thousands that land at Castle Garden. 
Two-thirds, we are assured, leave the city 
almost 
Immediately, 
betaking 
themselves 
chiefly westward, the States of Blinois, Iowa, 
Wisconsin and Minnesota having the prefer­ 
ence ; but there are many also who settle down 
in Pennsylvania. 
The rem ainder leave later 
or seek for perm anent 
employment here, 
some, however, going to swell the ranks of 
rowdyism or struggling poverty. 
There are, 
in truth, thousands in this city and all the sea­ 
board towns who would willingly go west­ 
ward 
had 
they 
the 
means 
of 
doing 
so, and who would supply the scarcity ju the 
labor m arket so much complained of. 
We 
cannot see why something might not be done 
in this way, both to assist the poor emigrants 
themselves and to relieve the city of its pres­ 
ent burden. 
We commend the suggestion to 
the delegates who constituted the Chinese 
Labor Convention at Memphis, and who w ere 
so eloquent in crediting John Chinaman “ with 
every virtue under heaven." 
They know but 
very little about him, or they are anxious to 
get cheap labor meanwhile, no m atter what 
the future consequences may be to the country.

THE PACIFIC RAILROADS AND THEIR SUBSIDIES. 


[Washington (August 2) correspondence Boston Ad­ 
vertiser.] 
The act of last AprU provided that the President 
should withhold from the Union Pacific and the Cen­ 
tral Pacific Railroad Compauioa a suiUcieut am ount 
ol the governm ent subsidy bonds to secure the first 
class completion of their respective roads, or receive 
from them In lieu thereof an equal am ount of their 
own first m ortgage bonds. The Central Pacific has 
deposited *4,000,000 of its bonds and has received 
the full am ount of the subsidy granied by Congress. 
The Union Pacific has deposited fl,600,o00 of its 
bonds and tbe Treasury retains $480,000 of its suiisldy. 
Tne fltty mile subsidy for the section between Ogden 
and Promontory, as stated last week, is lu dispute 
between the companies aioresaid. The act also pro­ 
vided for tbe appom tm ent of a commission ol five 
citizens, not Interested in either road, to exam ine 
both and report upon their condition aud what sums. 
If any, are needed to m ake them first class in char­ 
acter throughout. The commission as appointed oy 
the President consists of Messrs. Boyd, of Kentucky; 
Wlmdow. of Iowa; Feiton, of Philadelphia; w ¿ - 
bridg^ of New York, and General Comstock of this 
city. Both companlee are working upon tbelr tracks, 
and neither is yet ready to auhmlt its line fur final 
inspection. The examlnaUou will probably be m ade 
thla fall, though no Ume la yet designated.

My despatch, w rlttca in advance of this, gives de- 
'ta lls o fih e brilliant little engagem ent between the 
Dom inican w ar schooners Capotilla and Alta (iraola 
and the pirate Telégrafo, and the defeat of the latter. 
At the same tim e I have been able, through actual 
observaUon and from various sources, to obtain 
m uch inform ation respecting this magniflcent bay. 
The pirate, lying far m the bay, succeeded In reach­ 
ing th at part stretching from the headlands at the 
eutrauoo to the Cay Levantado. This portion con­ 
stitutes the m ain bay, and In event of the United 
Btates becoming the lortunate possessor of this 
powerful and oonvonlent naval station, would form 
the anchorage of the fleet, and the islands aud the 
adjom m g shores the sites of tho governm ent forUfl- 
catlons, dooKs, warehouses, m agazines, workshops 
and other necessary buildings and Im provem ents. 
TUB BAY OF BAH ^A. 
Standing lo a northwesterly direction from Cape 
Engaño, the m ost eastern point of the Island of 
BL Domingo, aud passing Cspe Kapboe), distance 
about m iy miles, we arrived off ftie eatranoe to tho 
Bag of Bamana.

Several rtvora flud their outlet Into Bamana boy, 
which affords an abuudanoe of fresh w ater lor the 
use of veaseis, 
I'he principal of these la the river 
yuna, which reaches the bay at Its western ex­ 
tremity. The Yuna rises lu the central mountain 
chain on tbe highest peak of tbe Clbao, and having 
passed close to the town of Cotuy receives on its left 
tlie cam u. The Yuna has two m ouths In the bay 
and one northward into the Atlantic. In each thero 
exists a bar with about three to four and a half feet 
of water. 
I learn from A rthur I'eiinel, a young 
English engineer, to whom I am indebted lor much 
iBl iuiorm alioa respecting tho pliyslcal features 
BU Domingo, aud wlio made a spwiaJ exploration 
of tne Yuna, that Its course Is very tortuous and 
during the rainy season the c u n e n t is exceedingly 
strong. 
Boats formerly asoonded the river some 
mdsN. Tbe stream Is navlgadte Inside tbe bui'S tor 
boats drawing four to live feet of w ater as far as tho 
luncuon of the (juaba. 
The Yuna, with a largo population on its banks, 
would prove a valuable tributary of supplies by 
native craft to a populattou 
on Uie shores of 
Bamana. The stream, with Its branches, courses 
through La Vega Real (tho Royal Meadow), one of 
tne most iortile valleys in the world, and also with 
the mineral districts of Maymon and tne pine forests 
of the Clbao. In isei the trade of the greater por­ 
tion of tbe valley, which stretches from the Boy of 
Bamana to Cotuy on tho Yuna and Conoeptlonon 
the Cornu, averaging eight m iles in width, was car­ 
ried on by native canoes of about two tons burden. 
A railroad is In contemplation from the head ol 
the bay to the towns of Conception and Baotiago, 
which wlU go far to open the country. 
Towards tho somliward from the Yanft are the an- 
chorages of Barranca Chica and Barranca Grande, 
both anchorages not now used. The Naranjo n v cr 
here enters the Bay of 8amaa.i, passlug under a hill 
of calcareous rock, through which it ^ 
forced an 
outlet. 
The central ohaia of m ountains traversing the pe­ 
ninsula of Bemaná from west to east tn Its geo­ 
graphical formation consists principally of mouo- 
taln limestone, schistose rocks, with veins of calcs- 
reous spar and sandstona Quarts occurs freiiueut- 
ly, and at the eastern end of tbe peninsula- there is 
louud an abuudauce of m lcaalatea A largequau- 
ticy of fossil shells In great variety are m et with. 
Near the rivulet ef Alm sm an vetos of bitumloous 
ooal have been discovered. The speclmeiis already 
produced indicate too much bltumeu to be oonve- 
uleutly employed on steam ers. The veins, how­ 
ever. have not been developed, and It U possible 
that a better quality oim ts. The coal deposits, ac­ 
cording to information f have derived from Mr. Pen- 
ncL Gommence at a point called Los Kobelaa about 
ten miles to tho westward of the town of Santa 
Barbara, aud crops out at Intervals as fftv as Laa 
Cawias, at the head of the bay, and ft is tbonglit ex- 
teuite !£! w.ft bs-e of the luountidns sepw atiug La 
I'ega Real from the sea. 
The soil ot tne peninsula of Sam sná, Bke sH other 
portions oPthe islaud ol Ht. Domingo, is highly pro­ 
ductive.

A few words may be said of

TJio prim itive people, who aie suld by Columbus 
aud others to have been very numeroms were the 
Ciguayens, and were a fierce aad warlike people. 
The poDUlatton now consists ol the descendants 
of the Caaarlaus or Isleños, the French refugies 
from Haytq creoles from the sam e country and 
the Bpauiards of BU Domingo.

element was added In m e arrlvsl of A few fl-ee 
colored people from tbe Btates of Pennsylvania and 
Maryland. 
About Suo ol these people and tbcir 
children are still living, the m ajority at fiainiuia. 
These people rank among the m ost Intelilgont and 
indiisirions on the island. 
In 18M the population of 
the town of Bamana was about l.iou souls, of which 
nearly aoo were colored Americans. 
The chief 
commerce of Bamank Is with Turk’s island, shipping 
provisions to th at b an en spot, and recslvuig in re­ 
turn qnsuUtles of salt. 
The small town of Sants B arb a ra» situated on the 
acclivities bonlerlng s small bight on the north side 
01 tho bay, aiwut si.x miles northw est of Cay Lc- 
vantado. It was founded In 1780 by Don Francisco 
Rubroy reñaraado, then Governor of 8 t Domingo. 
On the southern shore, noar tbe mouth of the 
Yaban, tls the vUlage of Bavanus La Mai-, conU tulug 
a tew hundred lubabltauia. 
SAULY HISTORY ANb IMPORTANCE OF BAUAKA. . 
The commodious and unparalleled oay of Bamana 
was one of the earhe.st attractiona in the physical 
features of ancient Hlspsnlols. Biace tn s t tim e Its 
convenience of geogrephioal poMtton from a strate­ 
gic point of view and the sccomraodstione afforded 
by lu well sheltered and placid w aters have tmao- 
eistod It with all the warlike operaUoas of the An- 
tUlea. A brief review of these liMtorloal sasoeiaUons 
St ihU tim e will not b« inappropriaM , and will point 
out at once the value placed upon the posUlon by 
other Powers. 
After his discovery of the country, 
which bo nam ed Hispaniola, now St, Domingo, 
and giving some attention to a prellm tuary explora­ 
tion of Its coast, tba groat navigator, Columbus, set 
out on hw return to old Bpaln. In January, X40n, he 
passed a high headland, which he nam ed Caoo del 
Enamorado (tho Lover's Cape), now Cape Cabrón. 
Further sastw ard he saw another, which ha nsm sa 
Cabo San Peramo, now Cape Bamana, which formed 
the most eastern point of the peninsula of the same 
name.

lu the year 188J tbe advautoge.s posse.sBcd by the 
buy and pculnsula of .Homana (or a naval staMou 
wore brought to Mie altem ioh ol tho United bUios 
government by Gimeral iVTiiiam L. taziieau. The plan 
suggested by him to Mr. Pierce, who was at that 
Umc President, was that our governmuut sliould 
allow a fixed annual rent tn perpetuity for tno uso 
and occupation of a seioutcd position, out wltti tlie 
proviso that tho boy aud peninsula of Batnauii 
Should be declared a free port aud neutral ol w ar 
forever. In 1854 tne United Btates frigate Columbia, 
Commodore Newton, conveyed General Oaznea* to 
St. Domingo, with powers to negotiate lor a 
naval depot at Samaua.

keys and reefs. Be also laid out a desirable tiau t 
or lan<L to be appropriated In event of success 
as tbe site for the station on shore.

The results of the labors of 
both these ofllcers I have given In an appropriate 
place elsewhere in this despatch. Everythmg was 
favorable to a speedy consummation of the Import­ 
ant projecu The engineers were eatUusUsuo in 
their adm iration of the bay and iw faculties for a 
naval aud commercial depot.

The timely uprising of ihe 
Dominean people, and the restoration of the repub­ 
lican eoustitmion and flag, defeated the plans of 
Bpaln, and saved the United Stales, by no wisdom of 
her rulers, from having In the very line of her com­ 
merce in the Gulf of Mexico and Uie Caribbean sea 
a stronghold ut the UnuOs of a oapriuioiu and un­ 
friendly nation. 
The return of tho legitimate fonn of governraent 
on the Uland opened airc.sli the question m Bamana. 
Tne Dominican govenim ent lost no tltne, and in 
1884 despatched an envoy to Wnahlugton to oflfbr the 
bay aud peulusula of Saauuia at a nominal rent on 
the bwUB ot the original proposition.

mmany Arousing Itoelf—A New I>opavlure 


for tho l>cmocracy. 


After months of repose and a state of un- 


certainty as to what course could be taken to 
revive the hopes of the democracy, Tammany 
last night was aroused again to action. The 
sleeping, or, rather, the smothered volcano 
burst forth once more, and a great noise it- 
made, as may be seen from the full reports 
published in, another part of the HBBA.I.U to- 
day. It has yet to be seen, however, whether 
anybody was hurt or terrified. The gathering 
had all the edat of a meeting during a politi- 
cal campaign, and was presided over by 
Mr. 
A. 
Oakey Hall, 
the 
Mayor of 


the city. The first object appears to be to 
exercise some influence over the elections to 
take place in several States this week, though 
rather late for that, and the second to lay down 
a platform for future action. 


The resolutions adopted at the meeting may 


be regarded, therefore, as the platform and 
new departure of Tammany in, the fight to be 
made on the administration and with the domi- 
nant radical republican party. The rights of 
naturalized citizens abroad and the protection 
of all Americans in foreign lands are the leading 
ideas proclaimed in the resolutions. And these 
are made the basis for assailing the administra- 
tion for its shortcomings and neglect to protect 
our Irish-American citizens who have been 
imprisoned by the British government, and 
the Americans who have been executed by 
the Spanish authorities iu Cuba. It is de- 
manded that the United States government 
shall make an issue with England on its old 
tory dogma of "once a subject always a sub- 
ject," and insist upon the same rights for 
adopted as "for native-born citizens. The ad- 
ministration is denounced for not doing this, 
as well as for truckling to Spain and suffering 
Americans to be executed or treated with 
great cruelty in Cuba. Strong ground is taken 
also in favor of the Cubans, for the Tammany 
democrats say that they will, as far as they 
can without rendering themselves amenable to 
the neutrality laws, endeavor to succor and 
comfort the struggling people of Cuba. 


This platform is calculated to catch the Irish 


vote as well as that of other adopted citizens. 
But with regard to the recognition of the right 
of expatriation or change of allegiance there 
will be shortly no issue at all. 
All nations 


are conceding this, and the old dogma of once 
a subject always a subject is practically given 
up. Even England, which has held it so long 
and tenaciously, is preparing to surrender by 
some legislative action or declaration of the 
government. She cannot maintain a doctrine 
BO inimical to the enlightened 
spirit of 


the age. Nevertheless there 
is an im- 


pression among our 
Irish-American citi- 


zens that the administration does not act 
with vigilance and boldness In protecting them 
when they are on British soil, and this will 
have its effect But the issue is not broad and 
comprehensive enough, and will not last long 
enough for the platform of a great national 
party. With regard to the question of C ba 
there is more vitality in that. It is a live one. 
The people of all classes and sections, native 
and adopted citizens, sympathize with the 
beroic Cubans struggling for freedom. The 
issue between the colony and the mother 
country is fairly made, and the insurrection is 
sufficiently strong and has promise enough of 
success to call for the sympathy and recog- 
nition of every republic and republican 
people. On this question, too, the weak 
and short-sighted conduct of the administra- 
tion is generally condemned and affords a good 
subject for democratic thunder. The inde- 
pendence and acquisition of Cuba is a political 
issue that will last some, time, Even after 
Cuba is free and annexed, should that be ac- 
complished, it would be excellent political ma- 
terial for whatever party might be most in- 
strumental in securing the freedom and an- 
nexation of the island, just as the results of 
our late war have been the best political capital 
for the republicans. This, then, we regard as 
the best plank in the Tammany platform; only 
the democrats did not make as much of it as 
they should have made. 


Still, this new departure of the democracy is 


not sufficiently broad and comprehensive. It 
is too negative. Denunciation of the admin- 
istration is not enough. There is not in the 
resolutions any question of great national 
policy with a view to the future. 
The reduc- 


tion of our burdensome taxation, the best and 
easiest way to pay the debt, the stupendous 
national bank monopoly, the currency ques- 
tion, the policy of the republican party in pro- 
tecting special interests to the injury of the 
mass of the people and ruin of our mercantile 
marine, the lavish grants of land and money 
to the Congressional and lobby monopolists 
for internal improvements, the 
reckless 


extravagance 
of 
the 
republican 
party 


since 
it 
has 
been 
in 
power, 
and 


numerous other subjects of vast import- 
ance, affecting the welfare of the country, 
were all ignored. It seems, really, that the 
politicfaBS of Tammany have no comprehension 
of important national questions, and that they 
are only playing a little game of their own to 
secure the spoils of this city and State, just as- 
they did in the last National Convention, when 
they insisted upon the nomination of Seymour. 
The democrats have a prospect before them if 
they will look only to great national ques- 
tions and interests and make their local 
schemes subordinate to these. 
Their plat- 


form must be comprehensive enough to satisfy 
the democracy of the West and South, as wel! 
as that of New York. They must leave the 
dead issues of the past and adapt themselves 
to the new, state of things and the require- 
ments of the future.' In short, the democratic 
party must have a broader platform than that 
laid down at Tammany last night, and bacoae, 
as it used to be, entirely national, or it fails.

The election for State Treasurer and mem- 


bers of both branches of the Legislature took 
place iu Kentucky yesterday. The Slate has 
goae largely democratic, as was to have been 
expected, the majority for Seymour at the last 
Presidential election being upwards of seventy- 
six thousand over Grant. Mr. James W. Tate, 
the present incumbent, has been re-elected 
State Treasurer by a very handsome majority. 
The Legislature, it is stated, will be composed 
of an unusual number of men of ability, seve- 
ral able gentlemen having accepted nomina- 
tions and been elected who have eschewed 
politics for several years past, among them 
General Joseph H. Lewis, of Barren county. 
The democrats hold the reins very tightly in 
Kentucky, and with their immense majority no 
especial significance can be attached to the 
vote yesterday other than that the party in 
possession intend to hold on to power so long 
as the people shall vouchsafe to permit them to 
do so. 


The election for six members of Congress 


takes place in Alabama to-day. The following

There is a very good prospect for the suc- 


cess of a conservative majority of the delega- 
tion, as the radicals have split among them- 
selves in at least two of the districts, while in 
the others the conservatives have acted with 
an unusual degree of liberality towards the 
colored voters, and will, no doubt, win a 
large number of them to their side. At the 
last registry the negro voters outnumbered the 
whites by a little over sixteen thousand.

He only wants 
to see how it will work, and how the conserva- 
tives in Virginia behave themselves under 
the new order of things, in order to recom- 
mend a similar policy for adoption in the re- 
maining outstanding States. Alabama, how- 
ever, is in the Union, enjoying all its benefits— 
particularly that of helping to pay the enor- 
mous public debt—and may not feel inclined to 
follow in the footsteps of the Old Dominion in 
shaping her future political destiny according 
to the standard of Virginia. But she wants 
liberal and able men in Congress to look after 
her own interests and to restore her to her 
former proud degree of prosperity; and from 
all indications that duty can'be reposed in the 
hands of the conservative candidates with 
greater assurance of its being faithfully ful- 
filled than if the State throws her strength

The election in Tennessee occurs on the 5th 


inst.—next Thursday—and has awakened 
more than ordinary interest and excitement, 
drawing out members of the Cabinet—Boutwell 
and Creswell—in favor of their man Stokes 
for Governor, and causing those two amiable 
twin-relics of political barbarism in East 
Tennessee, Andy Johnson and Parson Brown- 
low, to range themselves side by side on 
the same line in favor of Stokes' opponent, 
Senter. This is a very neat arrangement for 
sound cudgelling on both sides, and one in 
which the indifferent spectator might stand 
aside and not care a copper which side 
whipped. This is probably the way President 
Grant views this fight. But the manifest 
impropriety of members of the Cabinet taking 
sides in a purely local squabble—for both Sen- 
ter and Stokes are or claim to be republicans— 
is calculated to do more injury than benefit to 
their candidate, besides arousing their party 
organs in the North, as has already been seen, 
to some severe and well-merited scoldings in 
reprehension of the intrusion. All accounts, 
however, go to show that Senter, the candi- 
date of Andy and the Parson, will be tri- 
umphantly elected and the "Old Bald-headed 
Eagle" (as he is called), Stokes, bo permitted 
to seek his eyry at the crest of some lofty 
crag among the mountains of his native State. 
In 1867 Parson Brownlow had nearly fifty-two 
thousand majority for Governor, and in 1868 
General Grant's majority was over thirty 
thousand. It will be seen, therefore, that the 
republicans have everything in Tennessee 
pretty much their own way, but it will be 
interesting to know which way the majority 
lean, to that of enfranchisement and liberality 
on the side of Senter or to that of political 
ostracism and stinginess on the side of Stokes. 


In Montana Territory an election will bs 


held for Delegate to Congress on the 10th 
instant, which will conclude the August races 
over the political course. The present demo- 
cratic incumbent, Hon. James M. Cavanagh— 
or plain "Jim Cavanagh," as he is called by 
his intimate friends—is a candidate for re-elec- 
tion. He will probably walk over the course 
and display some remarkably "tall walking'' 
at that.

TAXING BONDS HELD ABROAD.—The pro- 


posal to deduct a tax from the coupons of all 
bonds that are held abroad is likely to come 
under the consideration of Congress next ses- 
sion. The present state of the law unques- 
tionably tends to make foreigners our principal 
bondholders—the worst we could have, as they 
yearly drain the country of its gold. We do 
not see why they who reap the profits should 
altogether escape the burdens because they 
chance to be foreigners; and since the holders 
of bonds in this country pay a tax on the inte- 
rest, it is neither just nor reasonable that the 
others should be exempted. 
Congress, we 


hold, has a right to impose such a tar, and 
there are few who will question its expediency 
as a measure tending to keep our bonds and 
our gold out of the hands of foreign specula- 
tors. 


LIKE UNTO LIES.—The stomach of General 


Grant's defunct mare is to be preserved in 
alcohol. That always has been a favorite 
method of preserving the stomachs .of London 
Aldermen, with the addition of a eontle cata- 
plasm of crean turtle ioup. 


The stream of emigration from Europe that 


keeps pouring in upou our shores is a gratify- 
ing proof of the confidence felt in the resources 
of the country und in its republican form of 
government. This stream still increases, inso- 
much tbat the number of arrivals this year 
exceeds that of the corresponding period in 
18CG, the great immigration year. So long as 
the supply continues to pour ia as now from 
Europe we have nothing to fear from the 
threatened influx of Chinese. 
These last, 


within (he ten years preceding December, 
1868, contributed only sixty-five thousand to 
our population, and of these not a few returned 
to their own country. In the same period the 
number of emigrants from Europe to our 
shores is calculated at two millions five hun- 
dred thousand. It is to this influx of Europeans 
that we owe much of our power and prosperity, 
and by it we have grown, within the last 
eighty years, from a nation of three millions 
to one of over forty millions. The moral is 
evident—if we wish to develop the immense 
resources of this country, let us continue to en- 
courage European emigration. On the Cau- 
casian element only can we hope to build up 
such an empire as the world has never seen. 
Chinese may be all very good, but Europeans 
are at least ten times better. 


Besides bringing money into the country 


emigrants increase the demand for every arti- 
cle produced, add their own share to the pro- 
ducing power and take their portion of the 
taxes of the country. 
Two-fifths of the emi- 


grants are Germans, than whom we could not 
wish for a better or more industrious class of 
citizens. Ireland sends the next largest num- 
ber and England takes the third place. The 
following countries—Sweden, Scotland, Den- 
mark, Switzerland, Norway, France, Holland, 
Italy, Wales and Spain, contribute their quota 
to the emigration list in the order ia which we 
have named them, making up a heterogeneous 
mixture as diversified as the sources that con- 
stitute our language. The savans at PoHgh- 
keepsie have just boon telling us that this last 
is superior to any language, ancient or modern, 
and we hope that the different nationalities 
among us will keep up the analogy. 


It is often puzzling to know what becomes 


of the thousands that land at Castle Garden. 
Two-thirds, we aro assured, leave the city 
almost 
immediately, betaking themselves 


chiefly westward, the States of Illinois, Iowa, 
Wisconsin and Minnesota having the prefer- 
ence ; bat there are many also who settle down 
iu Pennsylvania. The remainder leave later 
or seek for permanent employment here, 
some, however, going to swell the ranks of 
rowdyism or struggling poverty.

so, and who would supply the scarcity in the 
labor market so much complained of. We 
cannot see why something might not be done 
in this way, both to assist the poor emigrants 
themselves and to relieve the city of its pres- 
ent burden. We commend the suggestion to 
the delegates who constituted the Chinese 
Labor Convention at Memphis, and who were 
so eloquent in crediting John. Chinaman "with 
every virtue under heaven." They know but 
very little about him, or they are anxious to 
get cheap labor meanwhile, no matter what 
the future consequences may be to the country.

Tlie Situation in Simla, 


Our cable despatches from Madrid are nol 


so reassuring as they once were regarding the 
final success of the present revolutionary 
movement.

for the first tirna during one hundred 


years, a Spanish revolution has been attempted 
and accomplished without immediate anarchy. 
Those who remember the revolution of 1812, 
and the anarchy that followed, making the re- 
turn of the King a seeming blessing, tho 
revolution of 3820, and the anarchy that fol- 
lowed, making the occupation of the country 
by the French under the Duke d'Angouleme 
seem a happy deliverance, and the later

though it cost 
Spain much blood and 


treasure, was yet a signal failure, can- 
not 
deny 
that 
the 
present revolution 


has been wonderfully successful. For a littta 
while it did seem as if the success were com- 
plete. We have no reason to say that thera 
are any signs that indicate immediate failure. 
Serrano and his colleagues seem to hold tha 
reins with firm hands. Bat this Car-list rising', 
although it has not yet had any marked -suc- 
cess, somewhat blurs the perspective. It i» 
notorious that the Church is with Don Carloa 
and that his return is earnestly prayed for by 
all those who go in for the divine right ol 
kings. The will of Ferdinand VH. has been 
winked at by Prim, but it has never been 
formally sanctioned. When we take into con- 
sideration the financial condition of Spain, 
which is as bad as it well can be, a Carhst 
rising may yet plunge Spain into the wildest 
anarchy and leave it open to Napoleon to play 
the part which was played by the Holy Al- 
liance in 1823, and to restore Isabella to her 
throne. We have no great faith in the Car- 
lists, but we dread anarchy and we cannot 
conceal from ourselves the fact that if the 
Cariists are at all successful anarchy is cer- 
tain. We wish well to Spain; but it is because 
we wish well to her that we cannot call tha 
present state of things satisfactory or the Im- 
mediate future hopeful. 


Movements of the President. 


General Grant naturally does not like the 


city of Washington at this season, however he 
may when the weather is cooler; and he has 
spent summers enough in hot places in the 
national service to be fairly entitled to spend 
one where he pleases just now. He chose

It has 
the happiest possible effect on the liver, and 
as Grant has now been President five months 
his liver must need attention.

from the impudent boldness of the bill posters, 
but alas! no spot in the city is equally well 
,ared for. Some time ago we called attention 
to the way all parts of the Park gates were 
hidden by the stratification of the posters, and 
there was a spasmodic and futile attempt to 
abate the nuisance. Now we invite the official 
eye to Tompkins Square. Around that seeth- 
ing waste there is a handsome railing, with 
granite posts of reputable appearance. Thesa 
posts are fast disappearing under that dreadful 
visitation, the advertisement of quack reme- 
dies. 


QUACKERY.—We are told that the state ol 


the law is to blame for the flourishing con- 
dition of quackery in this city. If this is so 
the law should be amended and the Board of 
Health should amend it. That body was cre- 
ated to have the charge of all matters relating 
directly to the public health, and possesses legis- 
lative power within its sphere. It can make 
such regulations in regard to persons treating 
disease as will rule imposture out of the field. 


SHAKING UP THE QUAKEBS.—Some of tha 


Shakers who conduct manufactures on the 
communist plan have returned the income ot 
their society in one sum, as they keep no indi- 
vidual accounts, and they claim that they are 
entitled to an abatement on this of the thou- 
sand dollar allowance for each member of 
their body, but the authorities allow only tha 
allowance for one person, as it is only one a&* 
count. The difference will be very great. 
Certainly the government decision is not 
strictly just, and the authorities have no right 
to discriminate against communism, as they 
seem to by this decision.

Incroaso of Tariff in Venezuela. 


The Department, of State has been informed that 


the Congress of Venezuela lias decreed an addi- 
tional • duty of twenty per cent on the ordinary 
duties of the tariff of 1867 actually in force, to be 
paid cash on all goods imported fron the 30tn day of 
April ultimo. Goods specified m the consular certi- 
fied invoices previous to that date will not pay the 
additional duty. An act of the same Congress dated 
the 15th of May, 1869, declares that ail export duties 
shall be abolished and cease to be collected from the 
1st of July, 1S69. By tbe authority of Congress the 
Executive of Venezuela has exempted flour from' 
the twenty per cent additional duty on imports im- 
posed by the decree above mentioned. 


New Issue of Greenbacks. 


In consequence of the spurious issue of the ten 


dollar greenbacks, or legal tender notes. Secretary 
Boutwcll has concluded to have a new issue of all 
denominations of greenbacks from one to the thou- 
sand dollar note. The plates for these notes are 
now being- engraved at the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing. The designs are entirely new, and no 
llkenebs of any living man will he placed on any 
note. None of the former or present greenbacks 
were engraved or printed at the Treasury Depart- 
ment, The engraving. However, of the new issne 
and the printing of the faces and the seals ot all the 
denominations will be performed m the Printing 
and Engraving Bureau, while the backs will be 
printed in New Tork. There witt be every possible 
caution to prevent fraud, including tlie taking ol 
lead impressions for electrotype plates.

The act also pro- 
vided for the appointment ot a commission ol live 
citizens, not interested in either road, to examine 
both aud report upou tacir condition aud what sums, 
if any, are needed to make them iirsc ciass in char- 
acter throughout. The commission as appointed ny 
the President consists of Messrs. Boyd, of KeutucKy; 
Winslow, of Iowa; Felton, of Philadelphia; Wai- 
brijge, of Sew York, aud General Coinstock of this 
ciiy. Both companies are working npon their tracks, 
and neither is y«t ready to submit Its line ror final 
inspection. The examination will probaoly be made 
this fall, thoujru no time is yet designated. The 
bonds deposited or leit wilh tne treasury aa security 
wilfbe given up when the line is officially reported 
complete in every respect.

N. J-, to the residence of Robert Campbell, 
stepfather to Mrs. C. A. Stetson, Jr., about twenty- 
five miles distant, on the Kantan and Delaware Bay 
Railroad.

emergency, act with promptitude and decision, but 
must refer to England before he can do anything, 
there will be an end to all protection for foreigners 
in China. Besides, it is believed that the British 
Minister approved of the action of Mr. Gibson during 
the whole of the Yang Chow affair. And if such 
wrath has been visited^upou the head of f ne subordi- 
nate, what should be done to the chief? The whole 
conduct of Great Britain in this matter seems to me 
very strange. Some subjects are molested in viola- 
tion of a clause in the treaty, a reward is offered for 
a man's lile, the Consul Is insulted and. his life 
plotted against; and when reparation is demanded 
and received by the Consul ana Minister, what does 
Great Britain do ? Recall the Consul, apologizes to 
the Chinese, and returns the money paid as in- 
demnity. What a contrast does her action towards 
China show with her treatment of the United States 
with regard to the Alabama claims! All sugar on 
one side; all vinegar the other. 


The Xortheru papers contain an explanation from 


the French Consul General at Slianprliae as to the 
nature of the recent trouble between the French 
Charge d' Affaires and some Chinese official at Pekm. 
It appears that the Frcnchmaa was travelling with- 
out any of his insignia of rank, and that one of his 
coolies accidentally jostling against the horse of 
Tnnce Kuag, the latter struck the coolie. An apol- 
ogy was claimed. Tue Tungle-yamen replied that 
had it been known whose coolie it was the blow 
would not have been struck. Tne next day the 
papers contained tlie following note from the French 
Consul Genera!: — 


Tbe Consul General for France is authorized to declare 
that there cx^ls no matter oetween tne Legation of the Em- 
peror aod tbe Tuu^le-yamen of a nature io disturb their good 
relations, AilthG rumors which ha.-c ouen current a: Snsn- 
ghie , and which tho papers have taken up, have no foun- 
dation.

An explanation, though not a complete one', of the Pefcin 
disturbance ha* been made.

it beint: stated that I'lhsce Knnu lias not any brothers. How- 
ever this may he, this much seems ccitaiu, that a nigh ofllcial 
ai Tetin struck one oi' tUe coolies accompanying the French 
Charge d'AUalres. This is represented as a trivial mat- 
ter, 
and is ao accepted by the Northern papers, the 
excuse which the chie'ise gu-e being apparently taken as in 
periect gootl faitn. It is not, however, nv any means certain 
tliat the matter is of GO slight a nature^ The Chinese, who 
are never under any circumMjinces at a loss for an eicuse, 
would n.ituradv hit upon the very simple one of the declaring 
tliat it wa«* not"l;nov/n that the cuolie belonged to the French 
Charge d'Aif aires ; find, as it would be impossible to prove 
that such was not the case, tlie Foreign Ministers, may, what- 
ever their private opinions, have been perfectly willing to ac- 
cept the statement, and FO prevent further didiculties. But, 
when it isiiorn-i in inuid hoiv well everything connected with 
the Foreign Ministers in I'ekm ii known, and how closely 
they are watche:!, it seems scarcely likely that the olUcIal who 
struck the blow could have been really m total ignorance of 
what he was doms- 


The Consul General for France at Snanghae has 


published the following regulation, addressed to him 
by the Charge d'Affaires at Pekin, modifying from 
the nth mst. the mode of levying the duties at the

Merchants will be called upon to declare the value of the

within six months from this date (May Hi. After that period 
drawbacks and exemption certiucatea will be refused, and 
tho-'a {.watches, &c.), which aie found exposed for sale la 
shops or transported on hoard vesnels, will be liable to seizure 
and confiscation by the Custom House.

THE IHYSTEBIOIB ROBBtRY IN PHILADELPHIA. 


Twenty-0ve Thousand Dollars In Greenbacks 


Missiugr. 


[From the Philadelphia Inquirer, August 2.] 
A lobbery, which up to luidauzlu last night, was 
still wrapped In mystery, occuned 0.1 the cniiud 
States Arsenal on Friday evening last. Tue safe iu 
tue Paymaster's oilice was entered and robbed of 
$25,oou in greenbacks, aud, stiauce to relate. Hie 
tluer or thieves left behind two packages containing 
$10,000 eacu, 


The facts in reference lo the robbery arc these: — A 
government sale toot place at ttie Arsenal on Thurs- 
day, and a considerable sum of money was realised 
by the same. In addition to the ready cash several 
cuecks were received in payment lor goods pur- 
chased. The acting Paymaster, Mr. Collins, pro- 
ceeded to the bank on .Friday morning, and had the 
cuecks, to the amount ol $ai,ouo, cashed. This sum 
he oeposited with the United states Assistant 
Treasurer, aud then hurned back to the Arsenal for 
the purpose of obtaining the $45,uoo which he had 
left m the safe previous to going to bank. His Inten- 
tion was to deposit that amount In the afternoon. On 
reaching the arsenal he louna he was too late to re- 
turn to tne Treasury office, and consulting Captain 
Gill, assistant quartermaster, in command of the ar 
seiial, he was directed to keep the money in the safe 
over night. Previous to leaving the ollice, Mr. Col- 
lins was particular to see that everything was right. 
The sole was locked as usual, and the guura in- 
structed to keep a sharp watch. The captain did not 
entertain the least fear of a robbery, knowing that a 
guard was on duty all around the buildings through- 
out the niglit. Mr. Collins, on visiting uis ottlce on 
Saturday morning, opened the saie lor the purpose 
of lemoving tue money to the United suites 
Treasury, and was surprised to see the evidence 
that some one had been there before him. Out or me 
$43,000 only $20.000 was remaining. This informa- 
tion was conveyed to Captain Gill, who sent a 
messenger to inform Mayor 1'ox of the robbery. 
The latter detailed detective FranKlin and a posse of 
--men to matte au investigation, wuicU, as previously 
stated, has not developed anythimr. Yesterday his 
Honor assisted the officers In their labors and a 
number of persons employed ia and around the 
Arsenal were examined m reference to the theft. 


The safe had not been blown or pried open; In 
fact, there was no outward evidence whatever that 
it had been tampered with. The conclusion arrived 
at was that it had been entered by means of a key 
made from the original. The watchman on duty 
near the oillcc— a son 
of

Gill— was 
questioned, but 
he 
denied seeing or hearing 


any one near 
the 
place 
during the night. 


Tlie guards all around the building were examined, 
witu a like result. 
The stolen money was 
contained In seven envelopes and then wrapped up 
in one large piece of yellow paper. This package was 
tied with a string to two smaller packages contain- 
ing 520,000, which were left by the truer or thieves 
undisturbed. Several or the residents within the 
inclosure and clerks liave been placed under police 
surveillance, only to be released when the mystery 
is solved. As there is no actual proof against tliem 
it has not been deemed proper to lock tiicin up 
although the officers who are working up the case 
are very strongly Impressed with the belief that 
they wilt ferret ouf the mystery appertaining to the 
affair In a short time. They have been working 
witu the most commendable perseverance and zeal 
since the discovery of the event, whicu is one of the 
most peculiarly startling character since that of the 
robbery at Twelfth and Chestnut streets. 


SINGULAR CASE OF MISTAKEN IDENTITY. 


Wiikius Up the Wrontf Paaseager for a. De- 


ianlEing .Express Agcut.

On Tuesday we gave in urlef the particulars of the 
robbery of the Merchants' Express Company of 
$10,000 at Pacltic City, in Mills county, this btate, by 
an absconding agent. It appears that the agent ab- 
sconded with the package on Friday, tne luth inst. 
An effort was made to trace him, aud at Council 
iiluU'a it was supposed his trail had been round. A 
man answering the description of the agent H 
Brayton, had taken the train on Saturday or Sunday 
lor the East. Despatches were sent aio'ng t!io Hue 
of the road, but too late at Cedar Rapids, where the 
supposed ingitive was remembered as having 'left 
the northwestern road on Monday morning, and it 
was supposed had taken the cars on the southwest- 
ern road lor JBubuque, theiioe to cross Wisconsin. 
Tlieiactwas despatched to Council Bluffs, and 
thence the despatch was sent which was placed in 
Harsiml Hardy's hands here a few moments before 
the arrival of the tram Monday afternoon. This de- 
spatch gave a description of the man who had 
changed cars at Cedar Kaplds, but not so particular 
as to render identiucatlon an easy tost. Marshal 
Hardy hastily looked through the large number of 
passengers, and anally axed npon his man as ne was 
proceeding to the levee to take an up river steamer- 
There could be no doubt that he had captured the 
man dtscriped m tue despatch, but singular enough 
the Marshal was soon satisfied that he was not the 
absconding express agent. He explained ihe mat- 
ter to the gentleman aud requested that he would 
visit the express oiflce with him without an arrest, 
and there relieve him from the responsibility of re- 
leasing the person whom he had so particularly 
been instructed to arrest. 


The gentleman, who gave his name as Irving Gray 


readily assented to this, expressing this coniliieiice 
In his ability to convince tus express authorities lliat 
a mistake nad been make. Mr. Grav tneretore ac- 
companied the Marshal to the express oince, bnt, hia 
remarkable resemblance to the absconding agent 
caused the gentlemen of tne oilice to demand his de- 
tention until the following dav, when the superin- 
tendent of the division in which Paciiic City 13 lo- 
cated wonld arrive and definitely settle tlie question 
of identity. Mr. Gray was accordingly bound over 
iu the sum of J20,ooo until Tuesday. Not having a 
hapit of carrying that sum iu his pocket when trav- 
elling, and being a stranger in the city, he was com- 
pelled to accept die hospitalities or Sheriff Buckuam. 
ft should be remarked, however, that the police offi- 
cers were already convinced that Mr. Irving Gray 
was not the fugitive U. Brapton. 


On Thursday the express superintendent arrived, 
bearing with him a photograph of Brayton. It was 
a very tair likeness of Mr. Gray, with some change 
of whiskers and bleaching of the hair. The superin- 
tendent visited Mr. Gray, and, although well ac- 
quainted witu Brayton, could scarcely believe at 
Urst thai He was not before him. lie became con- 
vinced speedily, and Mr. Gray was honorably dis- 
charged, hk. only otlence being that he wonderfully 
rteembled in form ana feature a very honest and 
genteel appearing yet dishonest express agent.

that the work conld be done more cheaply by the

*- selves. Hence a contract was concluded by which 


the two companies above referred to should print 
the whole of the new fractional currency, and they 
iave been of late busily employed upon the work. 


The recent strike, however, of the greater number 


«I the plate printers of the Sational Bank Xote Com- 
pany, and a commotion among the printers of the 
American Baiit Note Company, have threatened to 


• delay the carrying out of these contracts with the 


United States government, and consequently the 
lasmng, «s rapidly as desirable, of a requisite 
amount of the new fractional currency. Most of tbe 
men employed in this class of worK nave been appren- 
tices of these companies, and have been employed 
Dy tflem for years. The wages paid ttiem are much 
larger than those paid to almost every other class or 
mechanical workmen. The irort is paid for by the 
piece, and as there is always an abundance of it to 
be done a fair worKman can with about eight hours' 
••work a flay eain forts dollars or more a week.. Each 
of the two companies at present engaired in print- 
lug the new fractional currency has orders enough 
•on hand to keep their entire toice fully employed lor 
mean even should no further orders come m during 
that time. Both companies execute fine printing 
(or mercantile firms, so that the government prmt- 
-ing is, atter all, out a minor though very important 
part of tneir business. At the time 01 tne strike in 
the Sational Company seventy-six men were ein-

THE STBIKE AND ITS IMMEDIATE CAME. 
.The plate printers have for three yeard past been 
paid the same scale or prices irom a axed tariiT; and 
as the wages earned were unusually jrood no de- 
mand lor an increase had np to the present strike 
been-mafle. The plates used in printing the new 
fractional currency are two Inches wider, but one 
Inch shorter, and it is said require more time and 
labor to prtLt from than tiiose with which the nieu 
Had previously been accustomed to work. When the 
printing of the new currency was begun no com- 
piaint seems to have been made on this ground- but 
last week a movement was started among a lew of 
the plate printers of the National Bank Aote com- 
pany, and, spreading, lud gumed stiiiieient strength 
arnmg the men to make them feel confluent 01 
success in making a demaud for an increase 
of wages. Accordingly, on the 26th of July a 
paper, signed by three 01 the men, asking for an in- 
crease ol ten cents additional for every 100 impres- 
sions made by the new plates, was sent in. TJIBSS 
men, who seemed to be the prime movers in the 
movement which threatened a strike, were imme- 
diately dismissed, and tbe remainder ol the men

cision. Forty-four of the men, however, sympa- 
thized with the three who had already taken the 
Initiative, and struck on tne 2Sth ol July.

My despatch, written -in advance or this, gives de- 


flails .of the brilliant little engagement between the 
' Dominican war schooners Capotilla' and Alta Gracia 
and the pirate Telearafo, and the defeat of the latter. 
At the same time I have been able, througb-actual 
observation and from various sources, to obtain 
much information respecting this magnificent -bay. 
The pirate, lying far in the bay, sncceeaea In reach- 
Ing that part stretching from the headlands at the 
entrance to the Cay .Levanlado. This portion con- 
stitutes the mam bay, and in-event or che:0mted 
States becoming the .fortunate possessor or this 
powerful and convenient naval station, would form 
the anchorage ol the fleet, and the .Islands and the 
adjoining shores the.sltes or the ..government rortM- 
catlons, docks, warehouses, magazines, workshops 
and other necessary buildings and improvements. 


THE BAT OF SAilANA. 


Standing in a northwesterly direction from Cape 


Ensano, the most eastern point of the island of 
St. Domingo, ond passing- Cape Raphael, distance

allowing an American to "languish." (cutting off his 
mint Juleps in summer and his whiskey skins in win- 
ter) for any sort of an offence, more particularly for 
one that comes Uhder the denomination of an 
alleged Irish* one. And doubly woe to Spain, 
and her Regent and her 
Cortes and

Cuban Captain General for having the audacity 
to deal summarily with those pious youths whose 
sensibilities are too high strung to let them permit 
tte ever faithful island to* remain faithful any 
longer. Tammany is iraie; she is on the warpath, 
and the combined Powers of England and of the 
two Castile's had better beware. 


But, as lias been saw, her wrath partakes of in- 


dignation. The public is told, literally and allite- 
rateiy, that the "Secretary of State supinely slta" 
(however he manages to do it), and that the Presi-

No wonder that there 


should be heard Oe proSundis clamavi rendered in 
these pathetic appeals. 
"Shall such occurrences 


stand at least without indigaant protest from a 
democratic people?" Perish the thought. No, a thous- 
and times, no! And therefore was it that the demo- 
crats of New York were invited to meet In mass 
meeting in Tammany Hall and vicinity last night at 
eight o'clock, "to protest in bebalfof this great me- 
tropolis againrt the weak administration oT federal 
affairs upon the great question of American citizen- 
ship," boing promised speeches from A. Oakey Hall, 
our doughty anrt witty Mayor; the silver tongued 
Hishard O'Gorman and> a dozen other philosophers, 
most of them "to fortune and to fame unknown." 
Ana therefore was it also that iu obedience to the 
call the hosts ol Tammany buckled on tneir armor, 
toot a parting -smile" and streamed from all 
quarters of the city to the rendezvous, there to aid 
tn'denonnems; England, Spain, the supine Secretary 
Pish and the junketing President, with "his general 
of onr army and.his admiral of our navy." 


The hosts of Tammany came. They crowded the 


neighborhood of Union square and overflowed Tam- 
many Hall. There were many of the lights on the 
Etage, among them A. OaKey Hall, Richard O'Gor- 
man, William E. Robinson, A. J. Rogers, William M. 
Tweed, Judge Garvin, Robert C. Ilutchings; the 
Fenians, Colonel Warren and Captain Costello: Judge

The momentous con- 
sideration Is, shall American citizenship be allowed 
to remain snubbed In Great Britain or in Spain, and 
shall tnat snubbing be tamely acquiesced in by the 
head oi the American government? Unless, as the 
British eovernment say, the forms or naturaliza- 
tion be idle ceremonies, then when a government 
confers rights of citizenship it should at least protect 
and enforce them. And certainly our government 
should jealously guard the immunities of its native 
born subjects, and as effectively as a Rocky Moun- 
tain bear guards its cut) when the hunter suddenly 
eaters her den.

What did 
the democratic party ask for Virginia, for Texas, for 
Tennessee, but that their local concerns should be 
governed by the men of Virginia, Tex^s and Ten- 
nessee. The principles of tne democratic parts

cratic party had borne all for someTime. It 
had seen the civil law trampled uncjer asbtT The 
people who composed the dejjoffFiftic party had 
se_eu the constltQHou: jj&fSspectea violated; tfiey 
fiad seen ajadical revolution inaugurated lato the 
system, and yet" it triuoiphed at lost, and all true 
democrats hoped Tn it situ. At the last Presidential 
election. fiv6 ftiTllioas seven hundred thousand men 
xateiTtiie democratic fietet-rfour hundred and 
flity thousand more than vgted for Abraham Lin- 
coln, the last Presidential election before that. TEe 
days were fast coming when these old principles 
would seize hold of the minds of the American 
people. (Cheers.) But, while we hoped, there were 
present duties that we must fulfil. We must watch 
the administration, which was so conducting itself as 
to tarnish the American nation aud the honor of the 
other nations of the earth. (Applause.) The honor 
of a nation consisted in the fulfilment of its duties 
at home as well as abroad—whUe it fulfilled its 
agreements with other nations It should still be as 
rigid in protecting its citizens from any wrong 
(Cheers.) Some years ago several citizens of the 
Dnited States, naturalized according to our United 
States laws, but having been born in Ireland, were 
arrested in Ireland, .tried, convicted and punished 
solely on the ground that they were not American 
citizens, but British subjects, owing allegiance to 
the British Orown. They claimed the protection or 
a republic tliree thousand miles away to which they 
had pledged the allegiance of their lives. (A voice, 
"Reverdy Johnson protected them.") The courts in 
Ireland did no more than their duty obliged 
them.

citizens, 
but Eng- 
lish born subjects. According to British law 
every British born subject was a citizen of England 
to the last day of his life. According to British law 
the child of an Irishman born outside of Great 
Britain was a citizen, aud, according to a law passed 
under George III. the grandchild was even a subject 
to the Britlsn Crown, so that not only their chiluien 
their grandchildren, forming millions or the citi- 
zens of 
the United, States, 
were 
classed 
as British 
subjects. 
(Groans 
and 
cheers.) 


Many men, respectable ana honest, among them 
had been prisoners m England for the laatthreo 
years. There sat Colonel Warren (turning and point- 
ing to that personage).

gressinen Banks and" Kefiey had had with the Presi- 
dent before his inauguration, when it was given 
out that all that General Grant wanted was emanci- 
pation in Cuba. Acting on tnat Idea Cespedes had 
not only declared emancipation but annexation. 
But tne Spanish government had sent ont seuor 
Roberts, an suable gentleman, and one who had 
great power with the administration because he had 
plenty of gold. And this Senor Roberts had also 
leagued with Snmner, who had a crochet in bis head, 
and both had gone to Secretary Fish—and a very 
"weak" flsh he was. (A voice—"He is only a smelt.") 
He demanded of SeBor Fish that SeBor Lemus should 
not be recognized, and Fish acquiesced. Jle swal- 
lowed the hoofc (Laughter.) Roberts did rMre. He 
tried a present or two. He engaged the son-in-law 
of Secretary Pish for his counsel, and then, when the 
gold waa naid, the Secretary's heart was shut 
against the claims of Cuba. He related the case of 
Seuor Polhamus, an American citizen shot in Cuba 
without trial, and of Mr. Wyeth, wno was also shot 
by the Spaniards. And what had the American 
srovernment done* It coquetted with Senor Roberts, 
and it seut to Spain one of our choicest specimens as 
a minister in the person of Daniel E. Sieves. (A few 
hisses.) It was an outrage on the American 
peopie that SeBor Roberts, the agent ot a monarchy, 
Klioiild be received, ana that Seuor Lemns, the agent 
of the Cuban people, should get no reception. He 
had noticed a very funny proposition first broached, 
he believed, in tae World, that the island of Cuba 
should be bought from Spain. He regarded that as 
an absurdity. Hethankect God that he liven in a 
State where all the officers of the people were 1'or 
liberty. Sew Jersey was small, but she was true. 
Site bad lit again the torch of ireedom and it never 
would be extinguished. (Cheers). He urged that pe- 
titions should be sent to the national government in 
respect to Cuba, and if those petitions were neglected 
then the people would realize that they must lall 
bacc npon the democratic party lor the real princi- 
ples or American freedom and independence. 


REMARKS OP COLONEL WAHRSN. 


Mayor Hall next introduced Colonel John Warren, 
who had been imprisoned in Ireland for his connec- 
tion with Femanism, and who spoke on that subject 
aud or his recent interviews with Cabinet officers. 
He had first called on General Grant and told him 
tnat he represented a certain class of his country- 
men who were imprisoned hi British dungeons. 
General Grant appeared to be entirely ignorant of 
the position of affairs. He entered into the matter 
warmly, and said that he would protect the rurhts 
of American citizens. He had given him a letter 
of introduction to Secretary Fish, who had received 
htm. courteously, but fell back on the legal question. 
The result of a long interview with Secretary Fish 
was that naturalized citizens were not American 
citizens except while they were m America. He had 
next called on the Secretary of the Treasury, wuo 
stated that it was a question of justice—not a ques- 
tion of technical interpretation of law. His recep- 
tion by all the Secretaries had been agreeable until 
he came to Attorney General Hoar, anu tnere he was 
treated with that discourtesy which is peculiar to 
the man.

REMARKS OP DISTP.ICT ATTORNEY OARVTN.

District Attorney GAKVIN was the next speaker. 
He thanked his Creator that he lived in a demo- I 
cratic citv and iu a democratic State. He had beea

have been the condition of things if Horatio Sey- 
monr had been elected President of the United 
States, as he should have bean f There would -not 
have been a stone left in a. Cuban fortress ir Horatio 
Seymour had been President of the United States. 
Nor would Warren and Costeilo have remained In 
British dungeons if Horatio Seymour had been Presi- 
dent. (Cheers.) Tue time had gone by when the 
British government picked quarrels with other 
nations. America had bonas of peace with England 
which England dare not break. Those bonds 
were Ireland and Irishmen. They never would see 
war betweett'Eugland and the United States unless 
the war was made by the United States; and that 
would not be done while General Grant was 
President of the United States. 
But, said he, when the next election comes round 
we shall put John T. Hoilman in the place or uraut 
and thea we shall see a cnange of policy in the ad- 
ministration c* the government (Cheers.) We shall 
then turn our attention to the imprisonment of 
Americans in British dungeons. (Cheers.) And we 
shall see also about the imprisonment of American 
citizens In 
Cuba. (Cheers.) 
Then we shall 
see whether American commerce shall be swept 
with impugnlty from the ocean by England at 
a time when we are engaged hi difficulties at 
home. Then we shal see whether or not the govern- 
ment Is strong enough to resent the insults inflicted 
upon the country. I tell yon Great Britain has an 
eye ou the American republic since 177S, and she, 
from her hatred to this country, prolonged our do- 
mestic war, and during it swept our commerce 
from the seas. The question now arises, shall 
we settle this question? Shall it be settled with 
gold? 
(Cries of no.) No. Shall It be settled 
with territories? (No.) No! It shall be set- 
tled in no other way than through the blood. 
I ask you, fellow citizens, no w is this question to be 
settled ? There is no other settlement than this:—To 
say to England, yon have oppressed and trampled 
npon Ireland; you have undertaken to inflict inju- 
ries upon the American government, and now we 
are after you for reprisals and we ore going 'to take 
them: This Is the result that is coming. There is a 
wave flowing and rising slowly perhaps, but it is 
coming by degrees, that, will bring us Canada, and 
we will have ir. 
We will have Mexico, ana 
we will have Cuba and we will have all the islands 
of the sea. (Cheers.) And the nations oi the earth 
see it, and that is the reason why Spain, and France 
ana England are talking about an alliance ror the 
purpose of putting down the American republic. I 
tell you the day is hastening when every drop or 
blood they shed in Cuba and every drop or blood 
spilled in England and every American prisoner 
confined 
in British dungeons ore only paving

lir. WM. E. ROBINSON, late memBer of Congress 
from the Brooklyn district, was the next speaker. 
He ooasted of beine the first man, while in Congress, 
to introduce a resolution freeing Cuba rroin the 
Spanish yoke, and that he had carried through, not- 
withstanding the sneers of the press, a law that no 
naturalized citizen should bo imprisoned abroad ror 
words spoken in debate in this country. The 
late treaty 
with 
Prussia was 
the 
result 
or his efforts in Congress. Tne groutid thaj {he gov- 
ernment ought to take about Cijjja wasthls—to tell 
Sefior Roberts tha{ jf he.jvas.fiot satisfied with tfie 
rejioefilHoagTveh" to the Sjfamsh revolutionists, the 
government would take it bock aud recognize Queen 
Isabella again. He claimed, aa a question of law, 
that he might march up and down Broadway with a 
placard on his head or on his bade declaring 
that he was fomg to England to assassinate 
Queeu Victoria, and he might go to England 
with that fact publicly Known, and yet the 
English 
government would 
have 
no 
riirlit 
to try him in England for doing so. If it old, and if 
a hair or his head was injured, the American gov- 
ernment would Insist on reparation If it had the 
spirit of a monkey. As to Humner ana his Alabama 
claims, he was an immeasurable humbug. There 
was not a dozen intelligent men in New York who 
cared a fiddler's fiamn about the Alabama 
claims. For every minute of time that Warren 
and Costello 
and other 
American 
citizens 
were imprisoned in Knglamt she should be 
called upon to pay a million or dollars. AS to 
Mr. Sumner's speech, it had no influence in killing 
the Alabama treaty.

There were two races trotted at the Fashion 


Course yesterday, and, notwithstanding the slim at- 
tendance, occasioned by the majority or the old 
patrons or the tnrr having departed for Saratoga, 
the liveliest Interest was maniTested throughout the 
afternoon, and quite a large amount of money de- 
pended upon the result or each. The first was a 
match ror $500, two mile heats, in harness, between 
Dr. Ogle's bay gelding Rea Rover and John Haslett's 
chestnut mare Bird Catcher. The second was a 
sweepstakes of $300, mile heats, best three~ia five, 
between Ked Kover, % Casey's black geming Black 
Dan 
and Mr. HasTett's gray gelding. The 


first 
race 
proved 
such 
a fiasco on 
the 


part of the chestnut mare 
that the sec- 


ond was improvised on the coarse, to repay in 
part the visitors for then- trouble in attendance, or 
in other words "to give them their money's worth." 
The mare Bird Catcher was not in any sort or con- 
dition to trot a race of two mile heats, the evidence 
bein-r that before a mile and a hair had beea trotted 
in the first heat she was "usea up," and failed to 
respond to the most vigorous applications of the 
whip. Her owner would not allow her to trot the 
second heat, and consequently she was withdrawn 
by her driver. The second race was also won by 
Red Rover; yet it was not such an easy victory for 
him as the first. The following report elves the par- 
ticulars of the excitement incident to the day:— 


THE FIRST TROT. 
first Beat.— Red Rover was the favorite to the 
pools of S50 to $30. At the first attempt they got 
away, Bird Catcher having a full length the best of 
it. On the turn she increased this distance to three 
lengths, but nearing the quarter pole, which was 
passed in forty-two and a half seconds. Red Rover 
had lessened tue cap to about hair a length. Trot^ 
ting steadily down the backstretch the bay remained 
at the mare's wheel, from which she could not shake 
him, despite the greatest efforts. At the half-mile 
pole daylight could not be alstmtruished between {he 
contestants, but the mare led past tfiis position by a 
neck in 1:22^. 
D'own the Flushing turn the 
gelding increased his speed, and trotting very 
easily yoked the mare, and swung into the home- 
stretch passing her steadily, when simultaneously 
both broke badly, but the gelding soonest regained 
his feet, and went under the string two lengths in 
advance, making the first mile m 2:47. It was very 
apparent that Bird Catcher had but little bottom, as 
Bhe seemed even now thoroughly tired, yet tier 
driver urged her kindly, to which she responded, 
ror a time, but it was hard work. On the turn 
Rover still led two lengths, but at the qurrter pole, 
passed to 3:32, they were again neck and neck, the 
whip now being applied to the mare, but it was of 
no avail, as the gelding immediately shook her off, 
and from the half-mile pole, made In 4:17, had things 
all h)s own way. 
From this point the work lor 
him was of the easiest character. Still the driver of 
Bird Catcher mercilessly applied his whip; but his 
willing animal was unable to respond, aud was 
beaten seven lengths to the stand. Time, 5:43K. 
The owner of Bird Catcher at once withdrew the 
mare, conscious that she was unable to trot another 
heat. In this opinion all the spectators joined.

Toucey, who died in Hartford, Conn., last Friday, 
took place at his late residence on Prospect street, in 
tnat city, yesterday afternoon. It is rarely if ever the 
last tribute of respect to departed greatness has been 
rendered in a more quiet and unostentatious manner 
thanjn this instanct. During the last few years of 
his life he has been entirely disconnected from pub- 
lic affairs, ana it was his wish that on the occasion 
of his luneral there should be no extra display, and 
in accordance with the request of the deceased the 
most oriet and sample services were held over the 
remains of a man who had occupied the Guberna- 
torial chair of his State, served it m both branches 
of Congress, ana also presided in the Cabinet of the 
nation at the head of the Naval Department. There 
were about fifty present on the occasion, including 
in the number hie most intimate personal aud po- 
litical friends &nd a few of the prominent citizens of 
Hartford. The services were of theEpiscopaiianrorm, 
conducted by Bishop Williams and Rev. Mr. Meach, 
rector of Christ church, and consisted simply or 
prayer and the reading of appropriate passages of 
Scripture. When these were concluded the mends 
or the deceased took a last look at the features 01 tue 
departed, and his remains were then conveyed to 
Cedar Hill Cemetery Tor interment. Ex-Secretary 
Welles or the Navy, ex-Governor English and Gov- 
ernor Jewell were among those present, aud tne 
pall hearers, ten in number, consisted of Judge 
Sntpman, A.E. Burr,- James Goodwin, Judge Pardee, 
Air. Belknap, John Brocklesby, S. II. Huntington, 
Judge Waldo, H. A. Perkins and C. U. Sortnam. 


YACHTING NOTES.

Surmises are good enough In their way, 
but trntn is better than fiction. We hope to see the 
Meteor Sake a brilliant cafeer. Her owner deserves 
it. A skilful and experienced yachtman, Mr. Loni- 
lard built a vessel which he intended should be see- 
ono.to none In the world. His splendid effort has 
been marked by neither success nor failure, since 
the Instrument of his design has not yet been tried. 
The lines of the Meteor have been strongly comment- 
ed npon the principal reason being because they are 
novel and totally different from the hackneyed form. 
By all means let the Meteor shed a new light in 
yachting circles, and if possible make a new and 
improved era in the architectural construction ol 
yachta. 
The Meteor was placed on the screw dock last Sat- 
urday week for the purpose of receiving a lead keel, 
which has been adjusted as near the centre, of the 
yacht as possible, the weight being about eight tons, 
she has been thoroughly scraped and has just re- 
ceived a new coating of verdigris, on docs every- 
thina is complete, while provisions for thirty days 
have been carefully stowed away in preparation 
for

Meteor will nave anchored 
in British 
waters. 
Nothing has been spared to render 
the Meteor one of the fastest yachis to the world. 
The trouble, expense amj anxiety of her owner ftuiy 
warrant him a triumph. The Meteor will leave the 
screw dock to-day and will proceed on a trial trip 
with her new keel perhaps a hundred miles or so 
beyond Sandy HOOK. Should the cruise provs satis- 
factory she will immediately set sail lor Europe. 
The officers are:—Commander, George Ixmllaru; 
Captain, W. W. Tuthill; H. W. Eichaale, Sailine 
Master, and George Morris, Second Officer, with a 
crew or twelve aole-bodied seamen, together with 
quartermasters, steward'and cooks.

The report of the race between the yachts Sadie 


ana Elaine, taken from me Fall BJver evening paper, 
although deficient in those details necessary to form 
an accurate estimate of the qualities of the two 
vessels, is nevertheless or considerable interest to 
yachtmen, Tor the high reputation for speed ana 
weatherly qualities which the former vessel had 
established for herself in several recent regattas, aa 
well as from the fact that to a certain extent 
it was a contest 
between the two nauti- 


cal thrones as to the superiority of "beam" 
ovgr "ballast" or "the canvas. The question as to 
which of the two principles, or means or accom- 
plishing the highest speed, stability and weatherly 
qualities should preponderate in our pleasure navy, 
has been an open one Since the days of our cele- 
brated builder, Mr. George Steers, who was Ihe first, 
especially in keel vessels, to depart from the pre- 
vious ideas on that subject, and give in his nautical 
structures a decided preponderance to beam. In 
the lighter draught centre-board vessels ballast 
has heretofore 
been generally regarded more 
as a necessity, or as merely auxiliary to beam. 
The Sadie and Elaine are, nowever, both centre- 
board vessels. They OUTer in size some five 01 six 
toas, the former being forty-two tons, the latter 
thirty-seven. But the Elaine has two feet more 
beam and two feet less depth ol hold and draught or 
water than the Sadie. And the Jjlaine, although a 
smaller vessel by tonnage measurement tnan the 
Sadie, yet by the rules of the New Yortc Yacht Club 
she has to give a certain allowance of time to 
her 
competitor, 
owine to the difference in 
their area 
measurements, the 
Sadie being 
only 743 reet area, while the Elaine Is 93«. Yet witu 
all that advantage in her favor, ana oesides being 
the larger vessel {lor increase or size is regarded -as 
increase of power), it would seem, taking the report 
of the contest as correct, that on that occasion and 
under the circumstances ol wind and tide attending, 
ballast could not nold its way with beam. As to tbe 
manner in which tne two vessels were handled, and 
which, is of paramount Importance In all such con- 
tests, tne established reputation of the IlerriBhoffs 
in tnat respect warrants tne conclusion that nothing 
was wanting to develop tne Saaie's, best qualities. 
This nautical contest is of still further Interest 
from its apparent vindication of the area rules of 
measurement; adopted oy the New York Yacht Club, 
and now in process ot experimental application. 
Here we have one instance where the really smaller 
vessel, owing to her greater area measurement, gives 
tithes or time to the larger, and by dispensing with 
a certain portion of baliast or dead weight and de- 
pending more upon beam for stability, can well 
afford to do so, and give her ballo&tea competitor 
even more time than at piesent allowed in the 
scale of allowances adopted by the club. And 
"vte have very little doubt that the same result, wonld 
follow in any international contest, with the heavily 
ballasted yachts of our yachting Meads across the 
water aud our more beamy type of vessels, espe- 
cially sou' the contest came oir in 'our own waters, 
and over our usual racing grounds. 
^ 
Should Rear commodore Douglass, now following 
in the wake of the Dauntless, with the beam of hi5 
yacht Sappho virtually increased by bilge and in- 
creased of oearings, return by cable as favorable a 
report as 
tnat already telegraphed regarding 
his 
predecessor, 
we 
shall 
have 
another 
satisfactory 
evidence of 
the 
superiority 
or 
the American type or vessel, and our yacht- 
men and naval architects will be still farther 
encouraged to venture more boldly in carrying out 
the principle than has obtained since the palm; 
yachting days of tne stevenses and their cele- 
brated yacht Maria, and of Steers-arid his world re- 
nowuea America—the one a prominent type ot the 
light draught and almost, comparatively speaSlng, 
bailastiess centre-board; the other that or the fceel 
boat, with beam, however, and ballast aa an auxili- 
ary to it.

Avenue jPorL, T^ous Island—Tbe Picnic and 5 
tiie Address. 
The celebration by colored mien of the anniversary 


of the emancipation of the negroes rh the British 
West Indian colonies, was had yesterday afternoon 
at the Myrtle Avenue Park; on long Island. The 
affair quite surpassed all previous similar demonstra- 
tions. From an early honr vehicles of all descrip- 
tions kept arriving at the gates of the Park, and lt"was 
occasionally amusing to listen w the chaffing and 
squabbling between the many colored Jehus, as to 
which of them had the right to the tracs and M 
precedence at the entrance. All the cars running 
from Fulton street were literally crammed with the 
sons aud daughters or Africa and their descendants, 
and great was the inquiry of the white people along 
the jjoute as to where all these dusky American 
crSzens aud^'ciSzeneises''' of African descent were 
going. At the entrance of the Park Mr. J. A. Trower 
was stationed, a colored gentleman, who appeared 
to be the master of cerenicmiea' on the occasion. 
He is a person or handsome exterior and won- 
derful volubility of tongue. All the snn-stained 
ladies of brown and black complexion 
that 
made their appearance during the day were well at- 
tended to by him. Somewhere about three o'clock 
a foolish fellow connected with a beer restaurant 
made an insulting remark to a light colored mulatto 
girl, and thereupon a row became imminent, but 
through the fortunate interposition 
of a lew 
white men present a disturbance was avoided. 
The reading of the emancipation proclamation was 
executed in really excellent style by Theodore Giles, 
a yonth of about twelve years. Dancing intervened 
between this ana tbe oration, and to the White ob- 
server the terpsichoreaa performance was perhaps 
the most interesting of any other. It waa very 
amasine to see the dark-skinned" honris dancing 
suddenly away to some emotional and vigorous Irish 
jig, far away from the platform and influenced solely 
by the nddle in the orchestra. 
Mr. Powell, introduced by the ubiquitous Ttower 
as the "honorable Mr. Powell." made an oration, 
which, unfortunately, not a dozen darky intellects 
were enthusiastic enough tcfllsten to. The audience, 
having been previously engaged in dancing, were 
too much absorbed In continuing their terpsichorean 
enjoyments to attend to the "honorable Mr. Powell's" 
Demosthenic oration. Mr. Powell is a very hand- 
some aarky, with well cat Caucasian features, and 
voice and dialect or unmistakable education. 
After the oration, which was altogether devoted 
to an exposition ol the wrongs and outrages perpe- 
trated upon the poor African Ei slavery times, a 
velocipede tournament took place and creUfisd a 
great deal of run; but the loot race which 
followed 
some few 
hours alter was even 
a more exciting source of amusement. 
The 
. evening promenade and concert following the foot 
race was well attended, over 2,'OOfl dark men and 
. maidens being in attendance. Tne tnu waa fast aud 
furious and the only trouble that appeared likely to 
occur was what resulted from a difference between 
the members of a Brooklyn aad a Williainsmu-g bass 
ban club. Their angry passions were well kept un- 
der, however, until past twilight in the evening.

Another Terrible Exptosion at the Hnydock 


Colliery—Forty f.ivc« JL.OSI, 


On the morning of the 2lst ult., about eleven 
o'clock, anottior terrible explosion occurred in the 
" CJueeu" nit, Uaydock, near St. Helens, the scene ol 
the explosion in December last, when some twenty- 
six lives were sacriliced. Messrs. Ktchard iivans & 
Co. are the proprietors. The pit, has been worked 
auout ten years. It is 260 yards deep, ana is worked 
in two seams, known as the VVigan nine leet and ibu 
Kavennead main deif. Tne explosion ol last year 
took place in the former; as yet it has been im- 
possible lu iLicert 'in with any degree of certainty

lamity which took place yesterday. Ordinarily 
some soa persons are employed at tins pit, but lat- 
terly the number of colliers has varied irom 150 to 
200, owing to the depression m trade. The Livei- 
pool Courier of the 22u ult. sa>s that though ttvo ex- 
plosions have now token pface in this ui» it lias 
never been considered a dangerous one. Shorcrj 
beiore the lirsu occurred the undertooker visited tho 
exact spot where t:te ignition. tooK p.ace, everything 
being men apparently saie. and no indications 
whatever are said to have been perceived of the 
second disaster previous to Us occurrence. 11 
aliened that the usual inspections have 
been regularly made up to yesujr.lav moruiii", 
when the pit was leported all right beto:e 
the men descended. \VorK was commenced at six 
o'clock in the morning.

Peier Higson, the government inspector 
for the district, informing them of the catastrophe.

permission to Count liismarck to retire for an indefi- 
nite period Irom his official posilioa, and expressing 
the hope of his speedy restoraiion to hea:tn, has 
doubtless reaches you by wire. Opinion varies very 
much respesting this step, some portion of the press 
nsistmg that it is equivalent to a retirement alto- 
gether; other journals, and among them the ofllcial 
ones, maintaining that is only temporary ant! that 
he Count's return may be looked for m the fall of 
he year. In tbe meantime P:esideut Uelbruck will 
attend to the official duties or the P.unil Chancellor, 
»nd General Ton Koon, in conjunction with Baron 
"on Der Heydt, will stand at the head oi the Prussian 
:overnment. The Southern press rejoices at the 
dea of the Count's eventually withdrawing entirely 
rora his Prussian Premiership, which, as they hope, 
will put an end to the detested Eulenburg-JIuhler 


cyime and bring about a more liberal policy, which 
vonld have the effect of lessening Prussias's present 
inpopulanty. I! is also generally observed that the 
.evclopment of the North German Confederation 
eqnires the undivided attention and activity of the 
3und Chancellor, antl that for this reason the Count 
would do well to limit his sphere of action. 


The cunons coincidence of the report of your cor- 
espondent's interview with the Count becoming 
known here just at the same time of thatpersonage's 
etirement caused an unusual sensation, so that the 
meagre extracts first lornished by the Aroraaeitische 
Allgemeine zeUuwj (Bismarck's organ) were fol- 
owed up by a verbatim translation from your jour- 
nal; the consequence of which being tnat in any one 
eading room fifty journals might be taken up at 
andom and the leading topic treated on therein 
vouid invariably be iiismarck and the NEW TOUK 
HJEBALD. The opposition journals did not, of course, 
et so fine an opportunity slip of falling 'foul of the 
onnt and derisively saying tnat u was all very well 
>r a disappointed Minister to pour out hia griefs to 
newspaper correspondent so openly and unre- 
crvedly, where he flared not prefer his complaints 
efore the Legislature. 
The Berlin Zubttnft, of democratic tendency, 


writes as follows:— 


The news of the great Count's .retirement haU 
barely transpired when the national liberals trum- 
peted loudly the advent of a new ana great era. The 
Bund Chancellor rids himself cleverly of his former 
colleagues, they said; leaves the Minister of Finance 
with the deliciu.leaves the Ministers of the Interior 
and Public Instruction to encounter with all their 
unpopularity, the rough handling that surely airaltu.

audacious claims niacfe upon the Treasury, and were 
too reckless in distributing whal had beeS Cffiifcled 
at so much trouble aud cost. The chief of tiiese 
bunglers 1 call Figuerola, the present Wiuislcr o 
Finance. A mere glance at what he has done with 
the vast amount, he hus had m bis bauds would ap 
pal the stoutest financier In America. He has played 
with rate. But not only through, the bungling o 
Hgueroia arid the rapacity of the Ministers, for in 
stance Prim absorbing S2,'JOO,000, &c., and the avariC' 
of the polilical uudcr-graauatcs, has the linaucia 
state ol Spam been perplexed, but by the normal sJatt 
of Spain, of this truly Catholic country. The blami 
does not rest upon Catholicism, but upon the pnn 
cipal agents of it; upon the charlatan monks who 
impose upon the credulous miiuls of the people. 


An acquaintance with political arithmetic, whici 


is a littie given to calculation of national circum- 
stances resuecting the number of the people, thei: 
consumption, Ac., the general products or a king- 
dom, its wealth, coin, iucome, £c., reducing all cir- 
cumstances to numbers instead of treating them by 
way of verbal disquisitions, would be of vast benefit 
to the leutlmg men of Spain. It Is a most useful 
Fdeace, and would tend to throw more fl'uth into 
mat of politics in general than any other slimy 
c^uld. l:y reducing everything- coucurnnig govern- 
mental or municipal affairs to numbers; by uddiuir 
auoiraciiuK, multiplying and dividing what is pofi- 
ttcaily liourti, uiucti more solid trains might be tiis- 
covued by Spanish nnaucial ortlc=rs in one day 
than by listening to declamatory harangues in the 
Cortes in u \i- huie year. 


I sio-tad above that the blame of the perplexed 
state of Spanish finance does not rest upou Catho- 
licism, but upon the monks, upon its Spanish 
agents. Why r Because tney have tilled the'r cal- 
endars with Ma* ae jtesta—least days. This last 
month ol" June was replete with them, tve have 
ha.fi saints daj's or San Isidore, patron of Madrid- 
Corpus Christe, San Padron de Aviela, San Fran- 
cisco Caraccio'.a, Philip de Csesarea, Prlmo y Fell-

Thus u it 
that the great pillars of a State a;rricultur—ccom- 
meive and manufactures—arc rendered almost null 
It is the proceedings iu the Cortes for tne last two 
weoks that has caused me to write this letter. I 
liave waited two weeks, reatliiig all Hie discussions 
upon iiuimce, besides listening patiently to the 
,«speakers, to see whether there was one among the 
chosen men of Spain who possessed acumen euousrh 
to discuss the real cause Or the distress of their 
country. 1 have not heard one who touched upon 
tins primary cause of the evil. There mav be many 
doubtless, who know full well better "than any 
stranger the real cause or it; but it is possible they 
may be deterred from lear of ridicule. Thev have 
debates upon religion, upon klngnood, upon the 
relative merits of monarchies anil reuublics, and tue 
speeches of such men as Casielar and Garrido have 
created a profound impression upon the peoples of 
Europe, bnt nothing has been said of tho »r?.« evil 
done to Spain by monkhood, by these multitudinous 
feast days. 


In the debates which have lasted two weeks in the 


Spanish. Parliament one man only has been oold 
enough to draw comparisons between the revenues 
of Prance ana Spain; but even he did not ex- 
plain why France 
had, 
with but a 
very 
small diu'ereuce iu superficial area double the 
revenue ot Spam. Spain, with a soil which Is so 
fruiuni, which has seasons so mild, with salubrious 
air, wuicli has a population naturally industrious, 
yet ranks in agricultural productions least in Europe. 
The orators who have spoken nnou the estimates 
for the coming years of 1859 and 1870 and the re- 
venues have scraped togetner neany cverythin" 
that uas ueen known since tha prehistoric period; 
The? have retailed with the custurnary Spanish pro- 
lixity all they knew, and have constructed moun- 
tains out of molehills; but the reader may wade 
through their emission until he sinks into a pro- 
found slumber, and yet will find nothing therein 
boraermjr upon agriculture »r upon the duty of gov- 
ernment to encourage the art in Spain. The Gem of 
the Antilles, they say, will supply alt deficiency. 
Totally forgetiui are they of the fact that civil war is 
now waged there, which will absorb more than the 
revenues of Cuba will cover, and yet they count 
upon 825.000,000 as revenue from that island. Be- 
siaes this unwise abstinence upon the subject of 
ag icmture in Spain tne Ministers nave determined 
to maiatain a standing armv of so.oaa regular 
troop1!, thus drawing away irom the country the 
hauas required to till the soil. 


It. lias been said bv some that the Snanish character 
is unsuitable to agriculture. In former times it was 
u jsuiuble to agriculture only because of the very un- 
settled stale of the country, because of tue frequent 
•n ars and the tasce wiucii increased for daring adven- 
tures, lor oar irregular, predatory aud guenlia- 
liKe life. In modern times there is no distaste of 
agriculture, but. lucre exist checks and inimical 
causes to its prosecution, the principal of which are 
tee numerous juntas m the Spanish calendar. The 
liont and main cause latterly has been that Spaniards 
have beeu unfortunate in their governments. Fertli- 
iiunil Vil. and Isabella II. ko«t the jleslas more 
rigidly lhan their sub,ecis. Taey bestowed millions 
or titulars iu jewels and crowns ol gold to obscure 
cii<!i;

unjiroducuon. xue piety and reiig:ous fervor of 
Isaue.la II. were worked upon successfully by mons- 
isa empirics lit Uie sanie manner that ihe Catholicism 
of .Spaniards UMlay, even under the regency of Ser- 
rano aiiU lus icilow revolutionists, Is subject to the 
buirooaerj- ol the Pharisees la monkish garo.

form. It must be a gain.to the world that in a tew 
years the traveller will be able to visit at, his case 
llokhara and Samarcand and find there a reasonable 
and civilized government. The presence of the Rus- 
sians in these places must be made consistent with 
the maintenance of British authority in India, not 
by bootless expeditious, but by following the ex- 
atnpie of Russia herself and developing the re- 
sources of the countries which we govern. Wltfc 
India prosperous and contented we are sale, 
but it cannot be too much borne in mind 
that India can only be realty defended by itself. 
A country ot 200,000,000 peopie. penetrated by rail- 
ways, connected bv the most rapid communication 
ivito. Europe, aud itself the centre of the whole trade 
of Southern Asia, need not dread the armies ot any 
Power. The fear of Russia will be aissipated m a 
few years by the moral anil material progress of 
India, by its closer connection with Europe and foj 
the increase of social regard between the English- 
man and the native races. When that security is 
lelt the jealousy with which Russia Is regarded will 
vanish, and the two nations mav unite to develop, 
the vast regions which Providence has committed to 
their charge.

Eeview of New Books. 


ESSAY ON JJIVOKCE AND JDrvoKcs LEI

The learned President of Yale College lias divided 


nis suoject into six chapters. The first treats ol 
'Divorce Among the Hebrews, Greeks and Ilo- 
mans;" the second, of the "Doctrine of Divorce ta 
the Sew Testament;'' the third, of the "Law of 
Divorce in the Roman Empire, and in the Christian 
Church;" the fourth, of "Divorce and Divorce Law 
in Europe Since the Reformation;" the fifth, ot 
'Divorce and Divorce Law in the United States," 
and the sixth ana last treats of the "Attitude of the 
Church Toward Divorce juaw. Principles of Divorce 
Legislation." Tne first three chapters we will simply 
notice by stating that they are very interest- 
ins

The fourth chapter, however, is 


valuable for the clearness with which it shows aow 
the Reformation was immediately followed by a gen- 
eral looseness of ideas regarding the marriage state. 
Luther Iwinself going so lar as to alllrm that "when 
one of the parties withdraws from tue otner, so that 
he or she will not perrorm marital duty or lead a 
common life with the other," there was cause justify- 
ing the dissolution of nutrnace. Chemuitz, Zumirii, 
Calvin, Iteza and others agreed, wit'i but differing 
saades of opinions, in ignoring the Catholic doclrlne 
of indissolnbility and In making certain designated 
offences, the commission or which by the wife or 
[uisbund tended to alienate or injure cither, sufii- 
ciuat cause lor divorce. Ever since the time ol 
Luther to the present dav the legislation of all Pro- 
testant countries has tended toward simplifying the 
process by which an unwilling wife or husband, 
can get rid of her or of his marital obligations. 
In all Catholic nations save France, where tue 
people may be justly said to ignore relisaon in the 
State, all faiths beme recognized by government. 
t:ie sanctity of tne marriage tie continues unim- 
paired by legislation, and although in most divorce 
is allowed for the gravest of social offences, it is so 
guarded by legal restraints as to mase it impracti- 
cable unless the married couple find it utterly im- 
possible to live with each other longer. It is a era- 
;ular lact, too, that in France there are but few di- 
vorce suits; and between 1S38 aud ISio, hi the Rhine 
provinces of Prussia, containing 60a,out> Protestants, 
here ivere but four divorces to every 100,000 inhabi- 
tants, and here legislation is based on the code Na- 
loleou instead of on the general code ot the king- 
lorn (p. 224). During the same period, in otherparta 
or Prussia the number or divorces to every I0»,ooo 
nhabitants ranged from fifty-seven in the judicial 
district of Berlin to sixteen in the judicial distract o£ 
•rcilswald. 
- - 
But it Is in the United States that divorce flour - 
shes; and, in spite uf the higti standard of education 
u that section of the Union, New England shows a 
greater laxity of respect for the marriage state than 
any other part of tne republic. Until within a few 
weeks past, and since the book before us was writ- 
ten, there had not been a divorce case before tha 
courts of South Carolina since her settlement. Dur- 
ing the eight years between istjo und 1507 there were 
2,910 couples divorced in Oonui-Sticut to_33,g!7 mar- 
riages, while in Prussia lu 185S there were "buF 2JS3X 
divorces to 81,914 marriages of non-Catholics. Bat 
bad as this exhibit Is, It does not fully shew the con- 
dition of alfaus in Connecticut, for the marriages re- 
ported in that Slal&mclude Catnolics, who, as Profes- 
sor Woolsey remarks,' '-rarely petition for divorce." 
Deducting thesfe, the Prolessor comes io the conclu- 
sion that one couple is divorced in Connecticut "to 
ess than eight and a half of so-called Protestant or 
ather non-Catholic marraaces." 
Lack of space prevents our reviewing tills really 
nterestlng book as fullv as we desire. Dr. Woolsey 
las carefully civen an abstract of all me divorce 
aws and divorce statistics of the different States ol

port of such additional legislation as will check the 
practice ot married couples rushing into the courts 
and applying; ftr jUvorccs, frequently for causes 
which should not be recognized as sufficient to le- 
gally separate them. He favors such restraints as 
\vill prevent tho guilty parties, where the cause Is 
aduliery, from marrying the partner of his or her 
crime; the makimr of adultery penal; the prohibi- 
tion of divorced persons remarrying within a certain 
term; separation from bed and board as a temporary 
measure; protecting the injured party from pecuniary 
loss or delieiency in tne means of support, and de- 
priving the culpable party irom all beuents which tha 
marriage settlement placed wfthin Ins or her reach* 
regulating the custody or children; making the law 
specific aud lor determinate causes, which will leave 
but little at the discretion of judges: uniformity in 
the.laws of the different states relating to the pro^ 
ceciure in petitions or libels for divorce, and attempt- 
ing the reconciluation of the parties by the magis- 
trates unless adultery be the thing complained of. 
" On the whole tins essay is aumtrably written. The 
great difficulty in the way of having its doctrines ac- 
cepted is the tendency of tne age m which we live.

Womea 
claim the right to participate in government, 
so tnat. among other reasons, they mignt be able 
to relieve themselves of their marriage oonds with 
greater facility than they possess at present. One 
strong-minded woman declared in a public speech, 
that woman must "nave children when she pleases 
and by whom." Half the burden of the strong- 
minded women's cry Is the legal vassalaee her ser 
bears to man. On the other hand the men are not 
backward in ridding themselves ot their marriage 
ties. Marrying hastily aud without due considera- 
tion of the step they take, a few years find many 
wearying of their oonds, wmch a facile court, obe- 
dient to loosely worded laws, severs for them. The 
evils of which Professor Woolsey most eloquently 
and ably complains are very great, but we doubt, it 
legislation will correct them. Thev properly belong 
to that great social question, the solution 01 whicu 
will eo lar toward either further elevating the hu- 
man race or impelling It to a retrograde movement.

Several years have passed since these volumes of

To the student they will convey an 
immense amount of information in comparatively 
small space, aud, from the pleasant style m whicht 
they are written, will leave upon the mind a more 
lasting impression than most other books of the kma. 
do. In bringing these lectures again before the public 
the publlsners have done well. 
Like wine they 
improve with age; and reading them, as we have; 
after the.lapse of some ten years, has afforded us an 
amount of pleasure which few books of later date: 
have done. 
The mechanical execution of boua 
volumes Is all that conid be desired. The type la 
which they are printed is large .and clear, the paper 
excellent, and the binding near, and serviceable. 
LOVE AND LAND. Poems, by Michael Scanlon. Bos- 
ton: Patrick Donahoe. 1869. 
This volume is full of devotion to the land of the 


author's nativity, it Is brimful ol patriotic animos- 
ity to England. Itsmgs the glories of Ireland, lauds 
the heroism of her sons and is fairly effervescent 
with passionate appeals to the Fenians. All this I* 
very good in a measure. Tne love verses, too, 
abound iu rapturous sentiments. Gut the amount 
of real poetry in the book is lamentably small. A 
few gems, displaying the trne poetic spine, ace nw 
in the collection, like peat is thrown carelessly in the 
sand.
